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Police: 
Give us 
more 
money

SOMERSET’S police and crime commis¬ 
sioner and chief constable have written to the 
Home Secretary asking for a “realistic” in¬ 
vestment in policing. 

Following the terror attacks in London and 
Manchester over the past three months, the 
challenging context in which the police are 
operating has been thrown into sharp focus. 

While Avon and Somerset Constabulary 
has been working more effectively and effi¬ 
ciently, recent events have seen the force op¬ 
erating at its limits of capability. 

Since 2010 there has been a significant re¬ 
duction in police funding. 

The Avon and Somerset force was tasked to 
achieve £65 million of savings by March this 
year, and a further £20 million of savings will 
be required by 2021-22. 

The force says it has worked tirelessly to 
preserve the frontline. 

In the letter to Home Secretary Amber 


Rudd, Somerset’s police and crime commis¬ 
sioner Sue Mountstevens and chief constable 
Andy Marsh said: “The South West in gen¬ 
eral, and Avon and Somerset in particular, 
are relatively underfunded and have conse¬ 
quently been very limited in terms of local 
taxation for policing. 

“As a result of this, there are 750 fewer po¬ 
lice officers than in 2010 and, shockingly, 634 
people to one police officer. 

“This is a notable reduction and is signifi¬ 
cantly less policing per head than the na¬ 
tional average. 

“We know the role neighbourhood policing 
plays is vital in tackling terrorism through 
gathering intelligence and promoting soli¬ 
darity and is the only long-term solution 
(working with partners) to tackling these 
challenges. 

“While we continue to do all we can to pro¬ 
tect frontline policing, we feel strongly that 
any additional funding for counter terrorism 
and armed policing should not come from 
further reducing budgets for local policing - 
the HMIC has suggested that the neighbour¬ 


hood policing model is under threat on cur¬ 
rent funding profiles and we agree with this.” 

Mr Marsh also said: “I am forced to ask my 
officers, PCSOs, staff and volunteers, who are 
already working hard, to do even more, ex¬ 
tending their shifts, adding to their tasks and 
increasing their workload, and this is not 
sustainable in the long term. 

“We’re asking the government to look at 
the funding available for counter terrorism, 
armed and local policing. 

“We need to be strengthening our neigh¬ 
bourhood policing teams, focusing on preven¬ 
tion and working closely with our local 
residents.” 

A copy of the letter requesting extra capital 
investment and armed response officers has 
also been sent to Prime Minister Theresa 
May and policing and fire minister Nick 
Hurd, to ensure that they are made aware of 
the situation. 

The Police and Crime Panel supported Ms 
Mountstevens and Mr Marsh in their deci¬ 
sion to share the current position of policing 
in Avon and Somerset.

CCG loses three prominent members of top team 


THE Northern, Eastern and Western Devon 
Clinical Commissioning Group has announced 
that it has lost three of its highest ranking 
members. 

Chief Executive of the Sustainability and 
Transformation Plan Angela Pedder, Chief Of¬ 
ficer of the CCG Janet Fitzgerald and Chair¬ 
man of the Eastern and Mid Devon Locality Dr 
David Jenner have all left their positions. 


Angela Pedder resigned from her role as chief 
executive for the Devon STP on May 31st. Ms 
Pedder has worked for the NHS for 42 years and 
spent the last 18 months as chair of the Success 
Regime. She was at times labelled ‘Public 
Enemy No 1’ by angry protesters in relation to 
the closing of hospital beds across East Devon. 

Following her resignation, Ms Pedder said: “I 
had always planned to rebalance working life

The STP is a key el¬ 
ement of the NHS Five-Year Forward View, 
which will see big changes to the health and 
care system in the years to come.

“I feel privileged and proud to have worked 
for the NHS for more than 40 years. I have been 
pleased to have led the improvements the 
Devon system has achieved within the success 
regime and STP.” 

Ms Pedder, who was previously chief execu¬ 
tive at the Royal Devon and Exeter Hospital, 
also paid tribute to the ‘dedicated’ staff and 
group leaders across the health and social care 
system. 

Janet Fitzgerald asked to be released from her 
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contract early due to ill health and will offi¬ 
cially be leaving her role on August 4th. 

Mrs Fitzgerald said: “It has been a privilege 
to work with a strong , skilled and committed 
executive team, who have not only been unfal¬ 
tering in their support of me, but who will con¬ 
fidently lead the CCG through out next phase of 
development.” 

Dr Tim Burke, NEW Devon CCG chairman, 
said Janet had had an ‘enormous impact on the 
organisation’. 

Dr David Jenner tendered his resignation at 
the end of March saying: “Life, it seems, has en¬ 
tered a different phase. 

“This has caused me to pause; to consider how 
I can best use my time in future to benefit my 
patients, my local population and, I am not 
ashamed to say, myself and family too.” 

Dr Jenner added: “My decision is uncon¬ 
nected with any dissatisfaction regarding my 
role or the direction of the CCG. 

“Indeed, I have already offered to remain a 
‘friend of the CCG’ over the coming months and 
you will probably still see me on the TV or hear 
me on the radio in my GP role.” 

Pulman’s View from approached the CCG re¬ 
garding rumours that Angela Pedder, Janet 
Fitzgerald and Dr David Jenner were all leav¬ 
ing the organisation following a passing com¬ 
ment from a regular contributor.

Villages Plan: District councillor 
won’t face charges after allegations 
of failing to declare an interest 

A POLICE investigation into claims district 
councillor Helen Parr failed to declare an in¬ 
terest before taking part in an East Devon 
District Council debate has been closed, 
with no further action to be taken. 

The complaint relates to a meeting earlier 
this year about the EDDC Villages Plan. 

Councillor Parr is a director of J.& F.J. 
Baker in Colyton, which owns land sur¬ 
rounding the CeramTec site debated at the 
meeting, but says she owns no stake in the 
company. 

Two members of the public felt she had 
broken rules regarding councillors' decla¬ 
rations of interest and should not have spo¬ 
ken at the meeting, so made a complaint to 
police. 

Councillor Parr denied any wrongdoing, 
calling the allegation "a fabrication". 

Police launched an investigation but, on 
June 29th, a police spokesperson con¬ 
firmed that the case was closed. 

The spokesperson also confirmed that po¬ 
lice had passed a file to the Crown Prose¬ 
cution Service, which decided to take no 
further action. 

• THE former CeramTec site has been pur¬ 
chased by the Homes and Communities 
Agency. 

Comprising 7.56 acres, the site and its fu¬ 
ture have been talking points since the Ce¬ 
ramTec (UK) factory closed a few years ago. 

The agency intends to redevelop the site 
for employment and residential use.

other services. 

“We think our GPs 
also want these beds 
retained. So, we hope 
to send a very strong 
message from this 
meeting to the CCG to 
answer the case 
made. 

“In the coming 
months we shall con¬ 
tinue the fight to re¬ 
tain these beds.” 

Spokesman Tony 
Simpson said: “The 
CCG are being disin¬ 
genuous in saying no 
change will be made 
until services are in 
place. 

“Staff at Honiton 
Hospital are already 
having to consider 
their futures and 
there is already un¬ 
certainty about what 
will happen after Sep¬ 
tember by doctors, 
nurses and patients 
who may need in pa¬ 


tient facilities locally. 

“There seems little 
prospect that the al¬ 
ternative quality 
home care systems 
promised will be in 
place. 

“Look around Honi¬ 
ton - almost every 
care agency is desper¬ 
ately advertising for 
staff on fairly low 
wages and sometimes 
without adequate 
training. 

“There are just in¬ 
sufficient care re¬ 
sources being put in. I 
warn the CCG pa¬ 
tients will not accept 
a second class home 
care service; this 
could explode in the 
face of the CCG. 

“We also call on our 
MP to organise a dele¬ 
gation to [health sec¬ 
retary] Jeremy Hunt 
from local bodies rep¬ 
resenting patients, 
professionals and 
health trade unions. 

“Mr Parish should 
now be standing up in 


Parliament telling the 
Government that he 
and the people he rep¬ 
resents will not accept 
the closure of beds, 
maternity and other 
services at any price. 

“We expect him to 
vote according to his 
constituents’ wishes.”

(Vini Lloyd). 

All three played their roles well with Vini making the 
part of Fat Sam his own with a fabulous performance - es¬ 
pecially as he had been unwell and even been to Yeovil Dis¬ 
trict Hospital’s A&E department on the morning of the final 
show. 

There were also good performances from the likes of Jes- 
samy Bowditch as Blousey Brown, Anastacia Hayward as 
Tallulah and Ashley MacLauchlan as Fizzy. 

But the success of the show was down to the whole cast - 
plus an excellent team behind the scenes - who worked to¬ 
gether to pull off a memorable production.

THE Friends of Crewkerne Station 
(FOCS) were delighted to acquire one 
of the two original British Rail South¬ 
ern Region green enamel running-in 
boards which were removed from the 
site in 1978. 

The board is 10 feet long and two feet 
high and was one of two which were 
originally situated at each end of the up 
and down platforms. 

FOCS history group convenor Mike 
Frackiewicz said: “The sign has a bit of 
a history. 

“British Rail corporate signage had 
changed back in the late 1960s, but 
Crewkerne Station, for some reason, 
was overlooked and the old signs were 
not removed until more than a decade 
later. 

“We have some old photos of the 
signs at the station.” 

Volunteers took the sign to the origi¬ 
nal position overlooking the flowerbed 
that has been reinstated by the 
Friends. 

They are looking for ways to make 
the board a permanent feature at the 
station. 

FOCS are not just about history but 


have made many improvements for 
users of the station, having provided 
more seating inside and outside, for ex¬ 
ample. 


The next task for FOCS will be pre¬ 
senting members’ concerns about pro¬ 
posed changes in the service by the 
new franchisee, First MTR South West¬ 
ern Trains Limited. 

A FOCS spokesman said: “Many 
users of this rail service use Woking 
station to get to Heathrow Airport, and 
Clapham Junction station to access sta¬ 
tions in urban London. 

“A statement from the new company 
says cutting out stops at these stations 
will make the journey to Waterloo 
slightly quicker. 

“The Friends are very concerned 
that this will be detrimental to passen¬ 
gers from Crewkerne and are working 
with the strategic group SERUG to put 
their views to First Group.” 

The new franchise starts in August.

Leaders’ Dinner, organised by Som¬ 
erset Chamber of Commerce. 

Held at The Castle Hotel, the 
event is one of the highlights of the 
chamber’s events calendar, attract¬ 
ing many of Somerset’s most suc¬ 
cessful businesses and biggest 
employers. 

It provides an opportunity for the 
county’s influential business peo¬ 
ple to network over dinner, as well 
as getting an update on key busi¬ 
ness issues. 

Chamber chief executive Dale Ed¬ 
wards reviewed some of the high¬ 
lights of the past year, including the 
chamber’s successful re-accredita- 
tion to the British Chambers of 
Commerce; the influencing work 
that has been undertaken with key 
members of the government such 
as Business Secretary Greg Clark; 
the green light for the Hinkley 
Point C project; and the launch of a 
new business manifesto for Somer¬ 
set. 

He referenced the new Somerset 
chamber logo, which was intro¬ 
duced following a review of the or¬ 
ganisation’s vision and values by 
the internal team. 

He also mentioned the introduc¬ 
tion of new chamber communica¬ 
tion channels this year, as well as a 
number of new additions to the 
chamber staff - a team that contin¬ 
ues to grow, with plans to recruit 


another apprentice in the near fu¬ 
ture. 

Following the meal, guest 
speaker Jeremy Hyams, founder 
and chief executive of Claims Con¬ 
sortium Group, addressed the 
room, sharing his experience and 
views following more than 25 years 
in business. 

Having started out as sole trader 
in 1991, he has grown the business 
organically and now has four of¬ 
fices - two in Somerset - more than 
300 staff and a £45 million turnover. 

Mr Hyams and his team have 
won numerous prestigious awards 
and accreditations, including being 
listed in The Sunday Times Top 100 
Companies To Work For, recog¬ 
nised as one of the LSE’s 1000 Com¬ 
panies To Inspire Europe, and 
receiving a Queen’s Award for En¬ 
terprise in Innovation - the highest 
official UK award for a British busi¬ 
ness. 

While he remarked that he had 
never seen so much uncertainty 
and volatility across so many differ¬ 
ent industries as there is today, he 
does not believe the economic cli¬ 
mate is the main risk to business at 
this time. 

Rather, he feels the single biggest 
threat is understanding the digital 
revolution and the phenomenon of 
the modern-day customer, saying: 
“I truly believe that unless we get a 
grip of the digital revolution and 
understand what the modern-day 
customer wants, they will destroy 


businesses and possibly even bring 
down industries. 

“I need to evolve my business fast 
enough to keep up with the techno¬ 
logical advances and all the extra 
demands from the customer that 
the digital revolution brings. I need 
to stop another company coming in 
and disenfranchising my services, 
Uberfying me, and making me irrel¬ 
evant.” 

Mr Hyams outlined his belief that 
the traditional hierarchy structure 
for business doesn’t work in this 
fast-paced business world. Instead 
he has created a bottom-up process, 


so the people dealing with the cus¬ 
tomers have the tools that enable 
them to change the systems and 
procedures within the business. 

This not only helps staff to feel 
valued and empowered, but also 
means they are consistently evolv¬ 
ing as a business. This, he says, is 
key to creating an agile and dy¬ 
namic business, able to best serve 
the needs of the modern customer. 

EDF Energy was the sponsor of 
this year’s Business Leaders’ Din¬ 
ner. 

Chris Squires, the company’s 
lead supply chain engagement man¬ 


ager for Hinkley Point C, sum¬ 
marised the work that has been 
done with Somerset Chamber and 
other partners over the past seven 
years to help local businesses get 
involved in the project. 

He said it fills him with an enor¬ 
mous sense of pride when he goes 
on site and sees so many local busi¬ 
nesses involved in the project. 

However, he said work is only 
just starting on the heavy civil 
engineering part of the construc¬ 
tion, so there are years of activities 
ahead where local businesses can 
still be involved in the project.

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‘Cover up - and 
avoid skin cancer’ 


A SOMERSET construction 
worker - who was diagnosed 
with skin cancer due to work¬ 
ing in the sun without protec¬ 
tion - has urged people to cover 
up. 

Twenty-three-year-old Ollie 
Ash was diagnosed with a ma¬ 
lignant melanoma when he 
was just 17 after a friend first 
noticed blood seeping through 
the back of his T-shirt from a 
mole. 

“I went to my GP, who re¬ 
ferred me to a dermatologist, 
which led to day surgery in 
Yeovil District Hospital for 
mole removal,” said Ollie, of 
Yeovil. 

“Places like building sites, 
which are generally all men, 
and other trades would con¬ 
sider it uncool to apply sun pro¬ 
tection. 

“No-one wants skin cancer. 
So my advice is that it’s not 
worth risking your health when 
you just need to take a couple of 
minutes out of your day to 
apply sun cream.” 

His advice comes as Somer¬ 
set’s public health experts join 
with GPs to remind outdoor 
workers to “Cover Up, Mate” 
if they want to avoid skin can¬ 
cer.

erset and the South West are on 
the rise. 

And the new “Cover Up, 
Mate” campaign aims to target 
those most at risk. 

This is often men working in 
farming, gardening, construc¬ 
tion and sport - many of whom 
seldom use sun cream. 

A common fallacy is that the 
sun in this country is not strong 
enough to cause sunburn and 
therefore skin cancer. 

Trudi Grant, Somerset’s di¬ 
rector of public health, said: 
“Your risk of getting skin can¬ 
cer is linked to your exposure to 
ultra violet (UV) radiation 
which is within sunlight. 

“As we have seen better 
weather overall this year this 
will encourage more people to 
spend more time outside, 
thereby exposing themselves to 
the greater UV levels. 

“But sunburn causes skin 
cancer so it’s important people 


take more care, especially men 
and those who work outside. 

“They need to use at least fac¬ 
tor 15 sunscreen with good 
UV-A protection and apply it 
generously on all exposed skin.” 

Top tips for avoiding sunburn 
and the risk of skin cancer: 

• Spend time in the shade if you 
can; 

• Make sure you never burn; 

• Cover up with suitable cloth¬ 
ing and sunglasses; 

• Use at least factor 15 sun¬ 
screen. 

Dr Amelia Randle, a Somerset 
GP and cancer lead for Somer¬ 
set Clinical Commissioning 
Group, said: “It’s important to 
avoid sunburn by either cover¬ 
ing up or wearing a high-factor 
sunscreen cream. 

“If people believe they have a 
mole or blemish that has been 
changing shape, bleeding or 
itching for some days or weeks 
then they should have this as¬ 
sessed by a GP. 

“People need to be vigilant 
and aware of the signs and 
symptoms of skin cancer - but 
don’t be over anxious.”

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My Big Fat Wedding Bill 



WEDDING guests spend an average of 
more than £100 on an outfit and over £75 
on a gift, according to new research. 

With Pippa Middleton's recent wedding 
estimated to have cost a cool £250,000, a 
study shows it's not just the bride and 
groom and their families who fork out when 
friends orrelatives tie the knot. 

And two-thirds of guests (67 per cent) 

believe ever more competitive weddings 
have become "too extravagent" in recent 
years. 

Figures show that of those who have 
bought a new outfit for a wedding in the 
last three years, the average spend was 
£101 - with men forking out slightly more 
than women at £104. 

Guests spent an average of £76 on wed¬ 
ding presents, with women (£79.30) more 
generous than men (£71.82). 

But men (£37.96) spend more on booze 
on the big day than women guests (£23.21), 
according to the research by consumer 
analysts Mintel. 

The average spent on travel to and from 
the big day is £63, while those who have to 
book accommodation spent an average of 
£61. 

And it's not just the big day itself which 
hits guests in the pocket as the average 
cost of attending a stag or hen party is 
£164, with hen dos (£165) marginally more 
expensive than stags (£163). 

Nearly half of all adults (49 per cent) have 
attended at least one part of a wedding in 
the last three years while one in seven 
adults (14 per cent) of all adults have 
attended a hen or stag party during the 
same period, according to the research. 

Jack Duckett, senior consumer lifestyles 
analyst at Mintel, said: "As wedding 
celebrations have become more extrava¬ 


gant affairs in recent years, the various 
costs that guests incur have also increased. 

"Today's wedding guests are not only 
forking out on gifts, but in many cases also 
spending on new outfits, travel and 
accommodation. 

"Hen and stag parties have also become 
big business, morphing from what was 
traditionally a night out with friends into 
fully fledged, multi-day celebrations in their 
own right. 

"The rising cost of stag and hen parties 
reflects the increasing breadth of activities 
groups look to include in their 
celebration, ranging from afternoon tea 
and wine tasting experiences to spa 
weekends abroad." 

Three out of four guests (76 per cent) say 
cash or gift vouchers are an ideal wedding 
gift. 

Mr Duckett said: "With many couples 
today having 'set up house' together before 
they marry, the tradition for giving new 
couples homewares has been rendered 
increasingly obsolete. 

"Wedding gift lists have consequently 
become more popular in recent years, as 
marrying couples look to guide guests 
towards items that they want or need." 

More than half (57 per cent) believe 
wedding guests shouldn't be expected to 
pay for food and drink on the day, while the 
same proportion don't believe it is fair to 
expect guests to travel too far to attend 

The dress remains the biggest wedding 
priority for more than half of brides (58 per 
cent) with less than one in five (19 per cent) 
prepared to walk up the aisle in a second¬ 
hand dress.

CLOSE to a quarter of a million Brits 
have undergone cosmetic surgery - at 
the age of 50 or over, it has emerged. 

The detailed study into how atti¬ 
tudes towards life and lifestyles 
change on hitting the big five-o found 
a large percentage feel increased pres¬ 
sure to look good. 

One per cent of the older generation 
- or around 231,000 people - have opted 
for a nip, tuck or other procedure 
after hitting the landmark. 

The good news for adults approach¬ 
ing 50 is that those who are now on the 
wrong side of half a century feel ten 
years younger mentally - and four 
years younger physically. 

Six out of ten of the 50,000 people who 
took part in the SunLife Big 50 study 
said they were enjoying life more than 
ever. 

More than three quarters (78 per 
cent) said they no longer worry what 
other people thought of them. 

Ian Atkinson, of SunLife, said: 
"While some over 50s are feeling the 
pressure to stay young, most don't ac¬ 
tually care what other people think 
and are happy just living their lives to 
the full. 

"This includes making more of an ef¬ 
fort to eat well and exercise more reg¬ 
ularly than they did when they were 
younger which suggests that far from 
feeling 'over the hill', people aged 50 
and over are making sure they are fit¬ 
ter than ever so they are free to do 
what they want to do. 

"Some people still believe that turn¬ 
ing 50 is something to worry about, 
that life slows down after that - but 



after conducting the UK's biggest-ever 
study with 50,000 people over 50 we 
know that's not the case at all: for 
many, life after 50 is the best time of 
their lives." 

The study, commissioned to launch 
SunLife's Welcome to Life After 50 
campaign, found most had changed 
their lifestyle since turning 50 by quit¬ 
ting smoking, eating more healthily 
and exercising more frequently. 

Six out of ten said they began taking 
more notice of what they were eating 
while 46 per cent have started exercis¬ 
ing more. 

One fifth said they had cut down on 
drinking since turning 50 and one in 
seven had stopped smoking.

A good diet, keeping active and doing 
mental exercises such as crosswords and 
puzzles reverses the effects of physical 
frailty in the elderly and possibly protects 
against dementia. 

Physical frailty is common among the 

elderly and is strongly associated with 
cognitive impairment. 

Compared to the healthy elderly, those 
who are frail are up to ten times more likely 
to become functionally disabled. 

Being frail increases the likelihood of 

cognitive impairment eightfold, making 
them up to 20 times more likely to be 
unable to care for themselves. 

But researchers from the National Univer¬ 
sity of Singapore have found that a combi¬ 
nation of nutritional, physical and cognitive 
interventions can reduce or even reverse 
physical frailty. 

Lead author Dr Ng Tze Pin said: 

"Physical frailty is common among the 
elderly and is strongly associated with 
cognitive impairment, dementia and 
adverse health outcomes such as disability, 
hospitalisation, and mortality. 

"Physically frail elderly persons are two to 
10 times as likely to become functionally 
disabled on daily living activities, hospi¬ 
talised and die earlier than their robust 
counterparts. 

"When physical frailty and cognitive im¬ 
pairment are present together in the same 
individual, he or she is more than 20 times 
as likely to become disabled, hospitalised 
or die earlier. 

"With such compelling evidence, if it is 
possible to reduce or even reverse physical 
frailty in the elderly, we could greatly im¬ 
prove their quality of life." 

Assoc Prof Ng and his team conducted a 
four-year trial between 2010 and 2013, in¬ 
volving 250 community-living older per¬ 
sons in Singapore who were 65 years old 
and above and who showed signs of frailty. 

Participants were randomly allocated to 
receive lifestyle interventions in one of five 
groups for a period of six months. 

Three groups of participants were pro¬ 



vided with either physical training, nutri¬ 
tional enhancement or cognitive training, 
while the fourth group received a 
combination of all three interventions. 

The last group was a control group which 
did not receive any intervention. 

Assessment of the participants' frailty and 
other outcomes were made before the 
start of intervention, and during the 
six-month trial, they had two progress 

measures, followed by a check up six 
months after the trial ended. 

The NUS researchers found that the 
three types of intervention, as well as a 
combination of all three approaches, were 
able to reduce frailty and depressive 
symptoms, and improve cognitive 
functioning of the elderly. 

Assoc Prof Ng added: "Our study shows 
that it is feasible to identify pre-frail and 
frail older persons in the community and 
primary care settings and provide them 
with lifestyle interventions to reverse frailty. 

"We found that better nutrition, physical 
training and mental exercises can reverse 
frailty, enhance muscle strength and gait 
speed, reduce depressive symptoms and 
improve cognitive functioning. 

"As such, these interventions can go 
a long way to reducing the high prevalence 
of physical disability, hospitalisation 
and mortality in an ageing society like 
Singapore. 

"The important message from our 
studies is that frailty is not an inevitable 
part of ageing. 

"There is much that older people can 
do for themselves to avoid becoming frail 
and disabled, so it is vital that they pay 
attention to good quality diet and nutrition, 
engage in physical exercise, and 
participate in socially and cognitively 
stimulating activities."

Holiday Preparation 


IT’S OFFICIA1 - men have a last-minute rush 
before a holiday while women are more 
organised, a survey has found. 

A poll of 2,000 adults revealed the age-old 
stereotype of men leaving things to the last 
minute is true, with guys admitting to 
starting their holiday preparation as late as 
possible. 

The average woman starts their packing for 
a break four days before they leave, with 
more than one in ten allowing a full 
week to get organised. 

But men don’t start packing until 
three days before they go, with more 
than half admitting they often leave it 
until a day or so before, or even on the 
day, they depart. 

The poll by Rescue Remedy also 
revealed women allow more time to 
travel to the airport and check in 
earlier than men. 

Despite this, it also emerged being 
organised doesn't necessarily result 
in a more relaxed build-up to a holi¬ 
day with women most likely to feel 
concerned before a trip away.

Mozart concerto is an 
unexpected delight 

Axe Vale Orchestra thrill with Beethoven's 7th 
Symphony under new conductor's leadership 


AXE VALE Orchestra’s 
(AVO) May concert was 
conducted by its new 
principal conductor and 
cello wizard Arturo Serna. 

AVO do three concerts a year - in February, 
May and October. 

Many of the audience in The Minster were 
looking forward to Beethoven’s mighty 7th Sym¬ 
phony in the second half but for me it was the 
concerto in the first half which stole the show. 

Mozart more or less invented the piano con¬ 
certo and through his 27 concertos developed 
the form in a way which could not have been 
foreseen by his predecessors. 

In fact, subsequent composers, like Beethoven 
and Schumann, didn’t really substantially 
change the format that Mozart had created. 

We heard the late piano concerto in C K503. I 
say “late” but we must remember that Mozart 
died so young and was just 30 when he wrote this. 

The piano soloist was Simon Watterton, an im¬ 
posing and insightful musician who physically 
towered above our conductor. His music-making 
went far beyond just playing the notes and he 
demonstrated his deep understanding of this 
music. The concerto contains great contrasts, 
starting with a triumphant brass and timpani 
call-to-arms and progressing through bewilder¬ 
ing sequences of keys and passages which seem 
to belong to a later era. 

Such is the genius of Mozart. I was struck by 
how the piano and the wind intertwined in a 
magical fashion; has anyone written more 
beautifully, almost operatically, for the wind? 


As a teenager I thought 
Mozart’s music seemed 
too easy and superficial; 
that was, until I started 

trying to play it! 

The symphony is far better-known than the 
concerto we had just heard. Serna emphasised 
the power and drama of the work rather than 
the dance-like quality for which it is renowned; 
Wagner called it the apotheosis of the dance. 

But as I marvelled at the striking innovation 
of the work I kept thinking about the legacy 
which Mozart had left and how much 
Beethoven had benefitted from this. 

The symphony sounded brilliant in the acous¬ 
tics of the Minster, especially with the accom¬ 
paniment of blackbirds who fortunately had to 
stay outside. 

The second movement especially, which was 
used to such devastating effect in the film The 
King’s Speech, was particularly impressive in 
its great build-up. The third movement didn’t 
have quite enough of the spring I was hoping 
for although I did enjoy the sudden joke which 
Beethoven reserves for the last few bars. 

The finale however did not suffer from any lack 
of forward drive as Serna took us all on the great 
journey through to its final triumphant notes. 

Under their new conductor the orchestra has 
achieved a high level of quality especially in 
terms of intonation and phrasing. The next 
concert will be in the autumn and will contain 
a particularly quirky favourite of mine, the 
Poulenc Flute Concerto. I very much look for¬ 
ward to it.

HOW TO NAIL THE FOLIAGE TREND 
IN EACH ROOM OF YOUR HOUSE

GO GREEN at home with our guide to em¬ 
bracing houseplants 

Houseplants are back in vogue. Once a 
popular feature in Sixties and Seventies 
homes, they fell out of favour in the mini¬ 
malist Nineties, but now going green in¬ 
doors is all the rage again. 

"We've observed the creeping return of 
greenery in the way some of the chicest 
folk around decorate their homes today," 
says Kara O'Reilly, co-author with Ian 
Drummond of At Home With Plants . 
"Cool interiors are upping the variety of 
plant pots in their ranges, and there's a re¬ 
vival of everything from terrariums to 
hanging planters as decorative elements." 
"One of the most amazing things about 
houseplants is that you enjoy them all 
year round, and there's nothing more sat¬ 
isfying to the soul than nurturing a living 
thing," adds Kara. 

"With a little know-how, even the least 
green fingered among us can grow an in¬ 
door plant. But be warned - once you start, 
the look will grow on you!" 

Living room 

"Houseplants can have enormous impact 
in a living room because there are so 
many areas to display them," says Kara. 
"Follow the fashion for hanging planters - 
in macrame, metal or marble - and attach 
them to the ceiling to create a 'green 
screen'. Or invest in a set of open shelves, 
fill with potted plants to make a room di¬ 
vider. Quirky containers for foliage - such 
as vintage hampers - will inject personal¬ 
ity into a setting" 

How to display: Surfaces from mantels to 
shelves, windowsills and side tables are 
perfect homes for plants. If you have the 
space, go to town with a group of different 
sized, floor-standing architectural palms 
to create a focal point. 

What to pick: Palms, weeping figs or fin¬ 
ger trees are all conversation pieces. 
Choose plants in foliage colours to comple¬ 
ment your ornaments or colour scheme, 
such as trailing plants, English ivy, chain 
cactus; or flowering plants such as 
flamingo flower, pink quill or vanda or¬ 
chids. 



Kitchen 

"The kitchen's the heart of the home, so 


why not show yours a little love with some 
creative planting?" says Kara. 

"Herbs are an obvious choice, as they're at¬ 
tractive, an invaluable cooking ingredient 
and their fragrance can mask odours." 
How to display: Try placing a large con¬ 
tainer of mixed herbs on a table, or plant 
individual varieties of herbs in matching 
pots and line them up along a shelf, a win¬ 
dowsill, or a work surface. 

What to pick: Chives, coriander, mint, 
basil. They prefer a light, bright position 
such as a sunny windowsill and regular 
water and occasional misting. Ideally, buy 
plants from a garden centre as they'll last 



longer. Asplenium ferns, echeveria succu¬ 
lents and moth orchids also thrive in 
kitchens with lots of light. 

Bathroom 

"Most bathrooms tend to fall into one of 
two camps: light and humid, or dark and 
humid. While light levels are obviously a 
key consideration when choosing plants 



for any space, with a bathroom you need 
to select humidity-loving plants above all," 
advises Kara. 

How to display: Arrange plants so they're 
within your sight line when taking a soak 
in the tub or a shower. In a small space, 
choose miniature varieties and dot them 


amongst your lotions and potions. 

What to pick: Cacti and most succulents 
are an absolute no-no. Orchids, ferns, 
aloes and palms all like humidity and can 
also tolerate fluctuations in temperature. 
Trailing plants work well, including spi¬ 
der plants; heart-leaf philodendron and 
chestnut vine. Foliage plants are a better 
choice for a dark bathroom as flowering 
plants generally need higher levels of 
light. 

Bedroom 

"Plants don't only look good in bedrooms - 
but they can also help us feel calm and act 
as natural air conditioners, gently raising 
the humidity levels and improving air 
quality," says Kara. 

How to display: A plant on a bedside 
table will upgrade its look and is a wel¬ 
coming touch for a guest. Consider an in¬ 
door tree by a bed, or hanging planters to 
bring interest to a dull corner. 

What to pick: Plants that cope with 
slightly lower temperatures and poten¬ 
tially lower light levels. Seek out varieties 
which are proven toxic filters, such as 
heartleaf philodendron and peace lily. Im¬ 
prove air quality by choosing plants that 
release oxygen at night, such as orchids, 
Barbados aloe and mother-in-law's tongue; 
while lavender (known as a sleep inducer) 
could scent the air.

Overton, and when Adams was trapped 
in front by Gregory for a top score 53 
the hosts had crawled along to 112 for 3 
in the 47th over.

After his pair, ABell was dropped 
from the game at Yorkshire which 
started yesterday. Lewis Gregory led 
the side with Tim Rouse making his 
debut in place of Abell. 

Somerset had reached 71 for 4 at 
lunch on day one with Rouse out for a 
single and James Hildreth, still looking 
to pass 50 in his benefit year, for a rapid 
32.
